Question, Answer Explanation 


To U.S.‘Non-Deferrable’ Order 


WASHINGTON; Feb. 2.—(/)— 
Here, in question and answer 
form, is an explanation of today’s 
order providing that persons in 
certain lines of work shall not be 
deferred from the draft on de- 
pendency ground after April 1: | 

@. Does the order affect any 
draft registrants outside the 36 
lines of work or the 29 specific 
job-occupations listed as nonde- 
ferrable. 

A. Only indirectly in the sense 
that it might postpone their in- 
duction by adding to the pool of | 
1-A men (those available for im- 
mediate induction). This pool will 
be increased by the addition of 
fathers who might be deferrad 
because of their children if their 
work had not been made nonde- 
ferrable. 

3-A Classifications. 

Q. Does it mean that men with 
children will no longer be classi- 
fied as 3-A (deferred for depend- 
ency)? 

A. Men with children will still 
be in 3-A, except for those en- 
gaged in nondeferrable work after 
April 1. Some officials, however, 
believe that induction of men al- 
ready being reclassified from 3-A 
to 1-A and:sadditions to be made 
to the list of nondeferrable jobs 
will mean disappearance of the 
3-A classification during this year. 

Q. Will.all men who remain in 
work on the nondeferrable list be 
inducted after April 1? 

A. No. They will not be induct- 
ed if they are 38 or older, or if 
they are physically, mentally or 
morally below the standards of the 
armed forces. Other men are lia- 
ble to. the draft unless they shift 
to work outside the nondeferrable 


list. 
Shift To War Work. 

Q. Must they shift to war work? 

A. Technically, no, since men 
with children could be deferred if 
they got into any work outside the 
nondeferrable list, even if it were 
not on the list of 35 essential ac- 
tivities. But officials warned that 


‘only on these grounds: 
lof the registrant or ‘someone in his 


war work is the only secure work, 
since more and more jobs will be 
classified in time as nondeferrable. 

@. Suppose a man with several 
children tries to transfer from non- 
deferrable to other work, but can’t 
find a job by April 1? 

A. If he has registered with the 
United States Employment Service 
for a job transfer he will be given 
a 30-day period of grace after April 
1 to land a job. Extension of this 
grace period is possible in the dis-

Q@. How will employers stay in 
business if the only jobs they can 
offer are nondeferrable? 

A. War Man-Power Commis- 
sioner Paul V. McNutt’s answer to 
that is “hire women, older men, 
or physically-handicapped  per- 
sons.” 

Q. What is the purpose of the 
nondeferrable order? 

A. Man-power officials say the 
purpose is two fold: To shift work- 
ers from nonessential to essential 
jobs because 3,200,000 must trans- 
fer to war work from other work 
in 1943; and to provide a bigger 
pool of 1-A men for the fighting 
forces from nonessential ranks so

Refreshed last night after an ar- 
gument over the Tom Linder bil] 
which consumed most of yester- 
day’s session, the state house of 
representatives is expected to re- 
sume debate today over the first 
real controversial measure of the 
present legislature. 

The bill would extend the term 
of Linder as commissioner of agri- 
culture two years in line with Gov- 
ernor Arnall’s desire that terms of 
State officials run concurrently 
with the Governor’s. The bill has 
senate approval but several amend- 
ments were added by the house. ° 

One added provision would al- 
low the Governor to appoint a 
commissioner when Linder’s term 
normally expires in 1944, and 
house leaders predicted Arnall 
would reappoint Linder. 

Harris for Bill. 

House Speaker Roy Harris, at- 
tacking the system of previous 
years under which he said put 
“one holdover politician in position 
to punish another,” spoke emphat- 
ically for the bill and predicted 
Linder would get the appointment 
if the amendment covering ap- 
pointment was adopted. 

But another representative, Car- | 
roll county’s Willis Smith, said he 
doubted if Arnall would sanction | 
the present commissioner because | 
Linder has been outspoken against | 
some agricultural policies of the| 
national administration which Ar- 
nall said he would support. 

Other house members, one of 
them Representative Meyer Gold- 
berg of Arnall’s home _ county 
(Coweta), said that while they 
were in sympathy with the admin- 
istration they could not vote for 
the Linder bill.

The OPA in Washington late yesterday announced that the point 
rationing program will go into effect March 1, and that beginning 
February 21 sale of all foods on the ration list will be frozen tor 
an eight-day period. 

Regional OPA officials pointed out that this does not mean that 
grocery stores will close. It merely means that canned or bottled 
fruits and vegetables and their juices, canned soups, canned baby 
foods, dried fruits and frozen fruits and vegetables will not be 
sold during the last week of February. 

Stores will remain open as Usual and will continue to sell fresh 
fruits and vegetables, meat, milk, bread and all other foods excépt 
those specifically named in-the new ration list. OPA pointed out 
that all the foods necessary for a balanced and varied diet will be 
available throughout the freeze period, although fresh fruits and 
vegetables .will have to be substituted for canned varieties. 

Registration for War Ration Book Two will begin on Monday, 
February 22, and will last six days rather than the 10-day period 
originally announced. Whether the alphabetical registration plan 
will be followed in the shortened registration period was not known 
in the regional OPA office last night, since instructions from Wash- 
ington have not yet arrived. 


Hoysewife’s Unusual Question 


Is Answered by OPA 


A letter from an Atlanta reader poses an interesting question 
regarding point rationing, one which probably is faced by a num 
ber of persons whose ordinary way of living has been upset by 
wartine conditions. 

She writes: “My husband, two children and I moved to Atlanta 
from a small town a few months ago. On account of the terrible 
rents here, we have found it impossible to rent a suitable house 
that we could pay for, so have been boarding. 

“The early part of 1942, housewives were advised to stock up 
on some canned goods essentials in case a shortage should arise. 
Since my husband’s salary is not large, with two growing children, 
we found it difficult to finally accumulate approximately $50 worth 
of canned goods—about a six weeks’ supply at the very most. 

“My question is this: I have offered this food to my boarding 
housekeeper at the prices I paid for it (which are very much lower 

than thoge in effect now) but she cannot use them 
because she buys in large quantities and uses dif- 
ferent brands. I cannot blame her when she tells 
me that she cannot let us stay at her house unless 
we turn our ration cards over to her, but if points 
are deducted forall that I have accumulated, there 
will be no value to our ration books. What are we 
to do? I have no desire to circumvent rationing 
laws, nor do I feel that I have been guilty of hoarding, since we 
were advised to take this step, and if I had been able to find a 
place to keep house, I would have used up my stock. 

“Obviously, we have to eat, and without ration books we can- 

not board. And we cannot find a place to live.” 


Would Still Retain Half 


Of Ration Point Coupons 


According to OPA regulations, this woman would be required 
to make a declaration of all the goods she has on hand. However, 
none but 8-point stamps will be removed from her ration books, 
thus leaving half the point value intact for her use as she sees fit. 

Just why the landlady feels that she can’t use the stocks her 
boarder has on hand is not clear. As time goes on, it is probable 
that many familiar brands may be lacking from grocers’ stocks, 
and that everyone will have to make substitutions, because many 
packers are selling almost their entire output directly to the gov-

20, 1940 It was but a few days before Christ- 
mas and Georgia’s then efficient 


State Highway Patrol was noting the heavy travel of persons be-

The car was immediately thrown into reverse and backed swifte- 
ly over the hill. It was found overturned. 

Blood hounds found a shivering; briar-torn, exposure-shocked 
fugitive lying in a clump of bushes.

1938—Running gun fight with officers following robbery of a 
general store. Captured. Escaped. Captured week later. Escaped 
again.’ Captured in Fort Worth, Texas. Escaped. ; 

1940—Captured near Decatur, Tenn., following murder of Geore- 
gia highway patrol officer. 

That, in brief, is the record of the man. On the record are other 
cases for which he has néver been formally brought into court.

The offensive and foolish theory is that some 
are born to be “better” in some mysterious way, no matter how 
inferior they are in fact. 

Of course there is good stock and bad stock, and both breed true 
to type if they don’t cross. In old settled communities the differ- 
ence shows up clearly.

CAMILLA, Ga., Feb. 2.—(P)—A 
Georgia House Investigating Com- 
mittee was told today that the De- 
partment of Agriculture in Wash- 
ington had approved the methods 
of the Georgia-Florida-Alabama 
Peanut Association in handling 
sales of the peanut crop. 3 

W. B. Crawley, of Banks, Ala., 
president of the peanut co-opera- 
tive, told committee members the/|§ 
association had approval of the 
department in all sales and prices 
obtained. 

The committee investigation of 
the GFA’s operations was author- 
ized by the house after Represent- 
ative J. Bush Mims, of Colquitt, 
Ga., complained the co-operative 
bought nuts grown for oil and’sold 
them as edible nuts. Under the 
marketing program oil peanut 
prices are: fixed at a much lower 
price than the edible crop. 

H. M. Green, in charge of sell- 
ing peanuts to the trade for the 
association, told the committee 
1942 sales were made privately 
until December 10. His statement 
brought a demand from Mims for 
a record of all such sales, prices 
involved and other data. Crawley 
told committee members records 
of the association were open to 
the committee at all times. 

Crawley said no negotiated sales 
had been made by the ‘association 
since he was made manager No- 
vember 23, following the resigna- 
tion of Roy Parrish. He added that 
all sales under his management 
had been made on competitive 
bids to the highest bidder.

New Secret British 
Antiaireraft Gun 
‘Nightmare’ to Nazis

LONDON, Feb. 2.—(INS)—Secret new antiaircraft guns 
of terrific hitting power and uncanny accuracy, the fruit of 
months of careful scientific tests, have made London proba- 
bly the best defended city in the world, it was revealed to- 


aircraft batteries had been rein- 
forcer astonished many observers. 

As the result London today is 
one of the most strongly defended 
cities in the world—and improving 
all the time. . ‘ 

Home guards, who “stand by” 
at the battery one night in eight, 
now man almost all of the capital’s 
new defenses. 

An official of the antiaircraft 
command informed this. writer 
that the home guard gunners did 
extremely well in their first real 
test.: 

“In two different parts of Lon- 
don, home guards who are in 
training to use these heavier guns 
were actually receiving instruc- 
tions at their gun-sights when the 
raid began,” the official told the 
writer. 

Real Practice. 

“They were so keen they they 
persuaded their instructors to let 
them have some real practice. Al 
though they were not fully train- 
ed, they behaved like veterans.” 

Behind London’s new barrage 
is a master mind. 

He is/a high-ranking army of- 
ficer who, sitting on a raised plat- 
form in the gun-control room deep 
below ground in central London 
has control of the whole of the 
capital’s guns, and he directs 
them as a conductor directs an or- 
chestra. 

On the desk in front of him 
stands a microphone, - through 
which he gives orders which echo 
round the gun-sights from loud- 
speakers, 

Radiolocation, which has made 
great strides since the last big 
raids on London has enabled 
A. T. S. girls to plot the course of 
aircraft in the gun-control room 
on a huge colored map, which tells 
the general officers commanding 
exactly -what the guns have to 
cope with.

WASHINGTON, Monday.—I had a letter the other day inclosing 
some clippings from a paper in a city which has become tre- 
mendously overcrowded because of war activities. The clippings 
urged that women whose husbands are in 
training in that neighborhood should remain 
at home as a patriotic duty and not attempt 
to be with them while they are still in this 
country. 

The letter accompanying these clippings 
stated that when a man was in training, the 
probabiltiy was that he would soon be ordered 
out of the country and that, if it was possible, 
it seemed only rightt hat his wife and chil- 
dren, if he had any, should be near him. What 
did I think was the right procedure to follow? Be. 

It is a difficult question, because I do know “geese 
that in many places the Travelers’ Aid So- Pee 3 ‘% 
ciety and all the local groups are. attempting to find places for 
strangers to live and to tide them over until they have found a 
place. Every such agency is overburdened. 

When a city becomes overcrowded, it is not just the lack of 
housing which is felt by all the residents. It is harder to get 
laundry work done and to buy food, transportation facilities are 
overtaxed, schools are overcrowded, places of entertainment are 
constantly filled to the limit. For the people who regularly lve 
in that city, it is a difficult and often a disagreeable situation.

Yet, when all is said and done, 
if the"man is going to leave this country on foreign service, and

Wickard Assistance. 

n making production plans, 
Sian have the assistance of 
Secretary Wickard and the Agri- 
culture Department, with its or- 
ganization extending right down, 
to the farm. 

Farmers, 
farmer committees 
ment representatives, work from | 
a master blueprint in arranging | 
their individual plans. 

That master blueprint is the na- 
tional farm production program 
drawn up by Wickard and his 
aides. This program is made up 
of production goals for the various 
farm products. These goals were 
based on anticipated needs—mili- 
tary, lend-lease. emergency stock- 
piles and civilian. 

Greatest Emphasis. 

This national program places 
greatest emphasis. now on live- 
stock feeds; vegetable oil crops 
such as soybeans, peanuts and 
flax; canning crops, potatoes, dry 
beans and peas, and certain truck 
crops; and pork, beef, milk and 
poultry production. In the case 
of most of these products, the goals 
are larger than a year ago. 

In the case of a few products, 
“tfie goals are either smaller or un- 
schanged from 1942. Those prod- 
ucts included wheat, short-staple 
cotton and tobacco. The depart- 
ment figured that existing reserves 
of these commodities ,were suffi- 
cient to restrict 1943 pfoduction of 
them. Land and labor which oth- 
erwise might be used in expanding 
production of these products will 
be available for products now 
needed in larger quantities. 

Production Goals. 

Production goals are being work- 
ed out in the counties for each and 
every farmer. Those goals are de- 
signed to fit the productive facill- 
ties of the farm—that is, the 
amount of land, labor, machinery 
and other uipment available, 
and the climate, marketing and 
processing problems. Except in 
the case of wheat, short-staple 
cotton and tobacco, the goals are 
not limits on production. In fact, 
farmers will be asked to exceed 
goals of war crops if they possibly 
dies Agriculture Department is 

ng other forms of assistance 
rmers. They include credit, 
labor recruitment and transporta- 

Nn programs, price supports and 
guarantees, aid in the transporta- 
tion and distribution of some 
scarce types of livestock feed, and 
financial aid in the form of benefit 
payments. 

Criticism of Program. 


The department’s program has 
been criticized in several quarters 
during recent years. Some critics 
contend that the program is not 
‘designed to take full advantage of 
agriculture’s productive ability, 
that the goals are not high enough. 
Some farmofficials are concerned 
about the possibility of overpro- 
duction and depressed prices. 

One of the points of debate is 
that the 1943 food program is be- 
ing built on the foundation of crop 

adjustment laws enacted to deal 
with surpluses rather than short- 
ages. 

Topmost among those laws is the 
acricultural adjustment ac with its 
provisions for acreage allotments, 
benefit payments, commodity 
loans, marketing quotas and pen- 
ailtv taxes. 

Secretary Wickard says these 
laws are, for the most part, flex- 
ible and capable of being used for 
expanding productior as well as 
curtailing it. 

Crop Control Issue. 

Some in agriculture believe that 
the government should suspend all
